SOUTHEND charities have called 
for an increase in funding for 
homeless services after the bor¬ 
ough was revealed to be in the top 
ten nationwide for rough sleepers. 

HARP’s chief executive Gill 
Garwood said it was “a tragedy” 
to witness the numbers of people 
having to sleep on the streets. 

Her comment comes after the 
Government released figures from 
a one night snapshot that put 
Southend ninth in the country with 
72 rough sleepers in 2017 - around 
five times higher than in 2014. 

HARP said it showed the need 
for more funding for homeless 
services and agencies, both locally 
and nationally. 

The statistics did not surprise 
Syrie Cox, CEO of Southend 
YMCA, which deals with youth 
homelessness. 

She said: “We have seen a huge 
increase in our workload and the 
number of young people accessing 
our services who present as home¬ 


less. Unless urgent action is taken 
by the Government now, the situa¬ 
tion is only going to get worse. 

“Whilst the Government has made 
a commitment to end rough sleep¬ 
ing by 2027, this will only be possi¬ 
ble with proper levels of investment 
into the development of social hous¬ 
ing and funding charities to deliver 
supported accommodation and ser¬ 
vices for homeless people to gain 
not only a roof over their head, but 
also their independence.” 

Mark Flewitt, Southend 
Council’s executive councillor for 
housing, said the council was 
“absolutely committed” to its 
ongoing work to address rough 
sleeping in the borough. 

He said: “These are not just 
words, but demonstrated by the 
actions we already take and will 
continue to take in the future, 
which go well beyond the statuto¬ 
ry service we have to provide.” 

Cllr Flewitt highlighted the 
opening of a hostel in June last 
year for rough sleepers with com¬ 
plex needs and the Housing 
Solutions Team, which aims to 


prevent homelessness. 

He also cited the Church Winter 
Night Shelter partnership every 
year, which is responsible for peo¬ 
ple moving into accommodation, 
and its commissioning of services 
to the likes of HARP. 

HARP supports more than 1,000 
people each year that are homeless 
or at risk of homelessness, and can 
provide accommodation for 174 
people. 

Ms Garwood said the charity 
would carry on campaigning to 
end sleeping rough and it would 
do all it could to help people avoid 
homelessness. 

She added: “No one should have 
to sleep on the streets in this day and 
age, but unfortunately more and 
more people are at risk of losing 
their tenancies and more support is 
needed to help the most vulnerable 
people within our community.” 

A HARP spokesman said the 
charity had seen an increase in the 
numbers of people becoming 
homeless due to societal changes 
such as “cuts to public services, 
changes to benefits, and soaring 


property and rental prices”, as well 
as an increasing number of people 
reporting poor mental health. 

Ms Cox felt that people become 
homeless for “a multitude of rea¬ 
sons”, including fleeing violence 
and abuse, benefit cuts, and fami¬ 
ly breakdowns. 

She also claimed low levels of 
social and affordable housing 
being built were making home¬ 
lessness a major issue. 

Both of Southend’s Tory MPs, 
Sir David Amess and James 
Duddridge, said they were work¬ 
ing to address homelessness. 

Mr Amess, Southend West MP, 
said he had the highest regard for 
the expertise of HARP and 
Southend YMCA and took their 
critical comments seriously. 

He added: “The causes of home¬ 
lessness/rough sleeping are often 
quite complex and I know that the 
Government, beside the resources 
that they have already committed 
to this issue, are looking urgently 
at how this growing problem can 
be rectified.

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Rolex scam warning after 
trickster cons 86-year-old 



SCAMMER: Do you know 
this man? 


POLICE are appealing to 
trace a man after an elderly 
woman from Westcliff was 
scammed into buying a 
watch worth thousands of 
pounds. 

The woman, 86, was 
tricked into the purchase 
after receiving a telephone 
call from a man claiming to 
be from the ‘National Fraud 
Squad’, who alleged her 
bank card had been cloned. 

She was told to hang up the 
phone and dial 999 to con¬ 
firm he was genuine. 

When she did so, the fraud¬ 
sters kept the line open and 
she spoke to a different per¬ 
son who claimed the investi¬ 
gation was genuine. 

She then spoke to the first 
person, who asked her to buy 
a Rolex watch worth a five 
figure sum. 


He claimed this was to help 
the investigation because it 
was believed the watch was 
fake. 

The woman refused but 
received numerous phone 
calls the following day. 

The fraudsters claimed she 
was obstructing the police 
and she was persuaded to 
buy the watch. 

After doing so, she was 
called again and asked to 
deliver the watch to a ‘detec¬ 
tive’. She refused and said 
they would need to go to her 
with ID to prove who they 
were. 

They called persistently 
and she was persuaded to 
meet the person near 
Chalkwell train station, 
where she handed the watch 
over. An Essex Police 
spokesman said officers have 


been carrying out enquiries 
since the incident took place 
over November 6 and 7. 

Police have now released a 
CCTV image of a man they 
want to identify and speak to 
in connection with the inves¬ 
tigation. 

The man was described 18 
and wore a black jacket with 
a red emblem on it. 

DC Ed Massey, of the seri¬ 
ous economic crime unit, 
said: “These fraudsters were 
very persuasive and the vic¬ 
tim has been left distraught. 

“I am determined to find 
those responsible for this 
crime before they can prey 
on any other vulnerable vic¬ 
tims.” 

"If you receive a call you 
are not expecting and are 
suspicious of the conversa¬ 
tion you have with the caller, 


put the phone down and con¬ 
tact police on 101. 

"Remember to wait at least 
five minutes before making 
the call or use a mobile or 
someone else’s phone to 
ensure you are not reconnect¬ 
ed to the fraudster. 

"Police would never ask 
for your bank account details 
or PIN, nor ask you to with¬ 
draw money or to buy any¬ 
thing and to send to them via 
a courier, taxi or any other 
means. They would also 
never ask you to send your 
bank cards or other personal 
property to them." 

Anyone who recognises the 
man pictured or has any 
information that could assist 
the investigation is asked to 
contact DC Massey in the 
Serious Economic Crime 
Unit at Chelmsford on 101. 


Southend gets £15m for 1,300 homes 


HE GOVERNMENT has 
approved £15million fund¬ 
ing to go towards a major 
development in Southend. 

It was announced on 
Thursday that the bid from 
Southend Council for 
money to go towards the 
Better Queensway project 
had been accepted. 

The money will come 
from the Housing 
Infrastructure Fund and is 
the second largest single 
allocation awarded to a 
project across the country. 

The announcement was 
described as “fantastic” by 
the council's deputy leader 
Ann Holland. 

She said: “This funding 


would allow us to fully 
deliver the ambitious pro¬ 
posals that we have for the 
Queensway site and the 
associated infrastructure 
required in partnership 
with the private sector. 

“We want a development 
made up of high quality 
housing, a better living 
environment and a better 
place for people to enjoy 
and this funding will help 
us to realise that ambition. 

“The fact we have 
secured the second largest 
allocation out of 134 bids 
being funded highlights 
the hard work and dedica¬ 
tion of our officer team 
and partners, but also the 


confidence in our plans 
and in Southend-on-Sea as 
an investment location.” 

Proposals for the Better 
Queensway project have 
concluded the public con¬ 
sultation stage, and 
include around 1,300 
homes, including a mini¬ 
mum of 441 'affordable' 
homes, as well as improv¬ 
ing access to the town cen¬ 
tre. 

A report on Better 
Queensway will be pre¬ 
sented to the council’s cab¬ 
inet on Tuesday, February 
13, including an update on 
the public consultation and 
the next steps to find a 
joint venture partner.

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United councils ready for 
government showdown 
over plan for new homes

SEVEN councils across south Essex 
have formed a union to stand up to 
Government over its demand for almost 
100,000 new homes in the region. 

Basildon, Brentwood, Castle Point, 
Rochford, Southend and Thurrock 
councils have teamed up with Essex 
County Council to form the 
Association of South Essex Local 
Authorities (ASELA). 

The group is expected to tell 
Government that if it wants the level of 
development across the county that it 
currently demands, it needs to pay for 


infrastructure improvements. 

Tory Ian Ward, who represents 
Rochford Council at ASELA, said: “We 
need Government to get involved 
because we are not going to be able to 
have that number of houses unless we 
have a huge investment from 
Government to get it going. 

“Because over the years, all we’ve 
had is a load of development and the 
infrastructure to support it hasn’t been 
sufficient.” 

The seven councils said last week 
they had signed a memorandum of 
understanding to work together for the 
collective good. 

Basildon Council described the union 


as “game-changing”, while Rochford 
Council leader Terry Cutmore called it 
“momentous”. 

UKIP councillor Linda Allport- 
Hodge, who represents Basildon at 
ASELA, said: “It’s really to strengthen 
our negotiating power with 
Government. 

“If we are being asked to deliver the 
extent of housing and economic growth 
that we are, then we want to be able to 
ask for something in return.” 

Among the group’s aims are securing 
funding to widen the A13 and the A127, 
said Cllr Allport-Hodge, and to adapt 
the c2c rail line so it can accommodate 
the anticipated population growth.

“I’m working closely with local author¬ 
ities to see how best we can help them.” 

Rochford and Southend East MP, Mr 
Duddridge, a “staunch supporter” of the 
Homeless Reduction Bill, said he wanted 
to reassure constituents he would contin¬ 
ue to work with stakeholders involved in 
reducing homelessness in Southend. 

He said: “The Homelessness 
Reduction Act will place new legal 
duties on councils so that everyone who 
is homeless or at risk of homelessness 
will have access to meaningful help, irre¬ 
spective of their priority need status, as 
long as they are eligible for assistance.” 

Cllr Flewitt said the council was devel¬ 


oping a housing strategy, which would 
include tackling homelessness and vowed: 
“We will not turn our back on those vul¬ 
nerable people that need our help and, 
where legislation allows us, will continue 
to demonstrate our commitment to them.” 

He also called for the UK to adopt a 
national homelessness register, adding: 
“We spend a disproportionate time inves¬ 
tigating individuals’ backgrounds to iden¬ 
tify their needs and what help we can pro¬ 
vide - time and resource that could be put 
to better use if a national database and bet¬ 
ter collaboration existed between areas.” 

A Ministry of Housing, Communities 
and Local Government spokesman said: 
“No one should ever have to sleep rough. 


That’s why this Government is commit¬ 
ted to halving rough sleeping by 2022 
and eliminating it altogether by 2027. 

“To break the cycle we are investing 
£lbn to support those left with nowhere 
to go, plus more than £9bn to deliver the 
affordable properties our country needs. 

“We are also supporting rough sleepers 
with complex needs through a new 
Housing First approach and bringing in 
the most ambitious legislation in decades 
that will mean people get support earlier. 

“Through planning reform, release of 
public sector land, targeted investment 
and our Social Housing Green Paper, we 
will build the homes Britain needs and 
that people can afford.”

Page, who admitted the offences 
on Friday, December 22, was also 
ordered to pay £400 compensation 
to the betting shop and £170 victim 
surcharge. 

The knife has been seized and will 


be destroyed. 

At around 8.30pm on Wednesday, 
November 1, Page walked into 
Ladbrokes, in Rayleigh Road, Leigh, 
wearing a Halloween mask and 
jumped onto the counter holding a 
knife. 

He threatened two members of 
staff and demanded cash, before 
leaving with around £400. 

Officers quickly identified the sus¬ 
pect and after attending Page’s home 
without reply, he handed himself 
into Southend police station on 
Tuesday, November 21. 

DI Chris Rose, of Southend CID, 
said: “Page carried out terrifying 
robbery armed with a large knife 


wearing a Halloween mask. 

“The victims were unharmed but 
have been left shaken by the ordeal 
they suffered. 

“My team was quick to identify 
Page as the suspect and increased 
the pressure on him before he 
walked into custody and admitted 
the offences. 

“I would like to praise the victims 
for their courage and bravery and 
Ladbrokes for supporting us 
throughout our investigations. 

“I would also like to praise the 
investigating officer, Dc Chris 
Adam, for his hard work ahead and 
after charge, resulting in Page being 
jailed.”

Suspended prison sentence for ‘reckless’ 
attacker after victim placed in a coma 


A WESTCLIFF man has avoided 
prison despite throwing a punch 
which knocked another man uncon¬ 
scious and left him in a coma. 

James Hyde, 21, of Wenham 
Drive, was handed a suspended jail 
term at Basildon Crown Court. 

Hyde was waiting at a taxi rank on 
London Road, Southend, with two 
other people at around 3.40am on 
Friday, December 22, 2017, when 
the victim approached alone. 

After exchanging words, Hyde 
punched the man in the face, caus¬ 


ing him to fall and hit his head on 
the ground and leaving him uncon¬ 
scious. 

The victim was taken to hospital 
in Southend where it was estab¬ 
lished he had suffered a fractured 
skull and an intracranial haemor¬ 
rhage. 

He was placed in an induced coma 
before being transferred to hospital 
in London for specialist treatment. 

Essex Police said the crime was 
serious enough to release Hyde’s 
mugshot to the public. 


The Essex Police spokesman said 
the victim had since been brought 
out of the coma and, although his 
injuries are no longer considered to 
be life-changing, a long period of 
neurological physiotherapy is set to 
be needed in order to help him fully 
recover. 

Officers reviewed CCTV, which 
showed the attack in its entirety, and 
managed to track Hyde’s move¬ 
ments leading up to the incident, 
including where he had placed his 
hands on a restaurant window. 


A palm print was recovered from 
the window and Hyde was arrested 
at his home just before 4pm on the 
same day. 

He was charged and at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court on December 23 
he admitted inflicting grievous bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Hyde was sentenced last 
Wednesday a 12 month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years, told 
to carry out 200 hours of unpaid 
work and given an electronic tag 
with a curfew for six months. 


Investigating officer PC Matt 
Harriss, from Southend CID, said: 
“James Hyde’s actions were com¬ 
pletely reckless and have left with 
the victim with injuries that may 
well affect him for the rest of his 
life. 

“Due to the evidence against him, 
he was left with no choice but to 
admit his crime. 

“This level of violence is totally 
unacceptable and I hope Hyde now 
reflects on the consequences of his 
actions.”

One cycle 
of IVF on 
NHS for 
under-40s 



TOUGH DECISION: Southend CCG

SOUTHEND Clinical Commissioning Group 
says it will only fund one round of IVF treatment 
for residents under 40 after a public consultation. 

The CCG approved a recommendation to 
revise its policy for funding specialist fertility 
services including IVF. 

It had originally consulted over plans to 
remove all NHS funding for IVF in Southend but 
announced last week its intention to fund one 
round for Southend residents under 40. 

Dr Jose Garcia Fobera, chairman of Southend 
CCG, said: “It has been an incredibly tough deci¬ 
sion for the CCG governing body members to 
make but we have listened to the responses of the 
public consultation and rather than fully restrict 
IVF, we are offering one cycle of IVF to those 
under the age of 40. 

“We are aware it will be a huge disappointment 
for people affected by fertility issues in 
Southend. Members have considered every 
aspect of its decision and in particular the pro¬ 
found concerns that some people have expressed 
about revising this policy. 

“But at this moment in time the CCG needs to 
make £10million in savings and further savings 
next year. 

“We have to consider the complete picture for 
the local NHS - current demands for services are 
costing more than the money available.” 

Dr Garcia Fobera said the CCG would review 
the decision again in February next year.

FINALLY Keith Little (YA 
Letters, February 2) has said 
something on the subject of 
Brexit I agree with.

Only the commissioners 
aren’t directly elected, but they 
are chosen by the Council of 
Ministers who are. 

He was daft to think that a 
group of 27 countries working 
together wouldn’t be in a 
stronger position than the UK 
on its own. 

And he was daft to think that 
anyone would be able to 
unravel 40 years of successful 
cooperation in a few months. 

He was also daft to think that 
Brexit could ever be a success 
as this week’s leaked analysis 
shows. 

The UK is in a globalised 
world with international inte¬ 
grated supply chains. That just

THANKS to a leaked govern¬ 
ment report (which the Tories 
didn’t want you to see), we 
now know how diabolically 
bad any form of Brexit will be 
for the British people. 

A hard Brexit, including no 
deal with the EU, will mean 
eight per cent less growth in 
the economy (that’s £56billion 
less for already cash-strapped 
services such as the NHS, 
schools, housing and the 
police etc, or £56bn in tax 
increases).

Now the government is say¬ 
ing that the current impact 
assessments (of the overall 
economy) are “not complete”. 

Theresa May knows how bad 
it will be which is why she 
voted Remain, and knows the 
evidence supports her deci¬ 
sion. 

So why does Britain insist on 
continuing to inflict such pain 
on ourselves? 

It was because the people 
voted for it. Of course. 

But no one voted to make 
themselves poorer did they? 

Many won’t vote for it again 
after understanding what these 
disastrous figures mean for 
them and their families. 

I suspect many voted to limit 
EU immigration but that won’t 
happen because EU citizens 
will simply exercise their “free¬ 
dom of movement” to travel to 
the Republic of Ireland and 
enter Britain via the border with 
Northern Ireland. 

That’s why a second referen¬ 
dum, offering the two least 
painful options, is essential. 

We should choose between

“I believed strongly in proac¬ 
tively targeting offenders and 
placing the victim at the heart 
of everything we do. 

“This is something I will 
impress upon my teams and 
ensure their values reflect 
mine.

Two town centre car parks could retain one hour parking option to ease driver cost burden 


SOUTHEND Council is set to 
retain the one hour parking 
band all year round at two of its 
town centre car parks - but still 
plans to scrap it at the others. 

The council revealed propos¬ 
als to ditch one hour, three hour 


and five hour charging bands at 
each of its town centre car parks 
in the draft budget. 

But Cllr Tony Cox, executive 
councillor for transport, said the 
council is now planning to keep

Avenue and York Road car 
parks all year round, as well as 
in the winter season at Seaway. 

He said: “This modification

“Initial draft budget proposals 
regarding charging bands in the 
High Street have undoubtedly 
started a wider debate about the 
future of the High Street, and 
how we attract people and get 
them to stay longer in our High 
Street. 

“Alongside that, we also have 
significant savings that we have 
to make, and we must set a bal¬ 
anced budget by the end of 
February.

A VISIT to lovely Leigh with 
its cobbled streets, you 
can see why the town was 
voted one of the most popular 
tourist attractions in the UK. 

We were asked to review 
Simply Seafood, located on the 
waterfront, in the beautiful and 
historical old fishing village 
known locally as Old Leigh. 

The restaurant is in a stunning 
location with views over the 
Thames Estuary. 

Simply Seafood & Grill, has 
been run by Manos for the last 
four years. 

The restaurant itself is small, 
intimate and welcoming, with 
contemporary decor and 
immaculately clean throughout, 
leading onto a terraced outdoor 
seating area where you can 
enjoy alfresco dining surround¬ 
ed with the most beautiful view. 

We were greeted by a very 
friendly waitress, who catered 
for us the entire sitting. 

I chose grilled Cornish sar¬ 
dines with dressed salad and 
my colleague had potted 
shrimp to start which was a 
delight on the palette. 


For our main course I chose 
oak smoked haddock fillet, 
served with piping hot spring 
onion mash, poached hen’s egg 
with a chervil sauce, which was 
delicious, and my colleague had 
stuffed sea bass with halibut 
prawn mousse served with 
white wine, chive and lemon 


sauce - fantastic flavours that 
melted in the mouth. 

Manos also does gourmet 
evenings and Greek nights 
which I would be very tempted 
to come back for. 

The food was beautifully pre¬ 
sented and the portion sizes 
were adequate. We couldn’t 


manage a dessert, even though 
the menu was tempting. I would 
highly recommend Simply 
Seafood. It is one of Old Leigh’s 
hidden gems. 

There is also a takeaway ser¬ 
vice so you can eat this lovely 
food in the comfort of your own 
home.

Buying electric looks a good bet

BUYING an electric-pow¬ 
ered car could be a smart 
move according to experts 
at Black Book hpi, the 
automotive data and soft¬ 
ware support firm. 

The company says that as 
sales in the electric vehicle 
sector continue to surge, 
analysis shows that savvy 
motorists could already be 
making a profit on a vehicle 
they bought just 12 months 
ago. 

A combination of factors 
including the rollout of 
clean air zones, cheaper 
running costs, increased 
charging points, incentives 
to drive and wider availabil¬ 
ity from manufacturers has 
helped grow interest in EVs. 

A car bought at one year 
old could be run for 12 
months and 10,000 miles 
and be sold for more 
money than its purchase 
price.

Brighton & Hove Albion 3 
West Ham United 1 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from the Amex Stadium 

WEST Ham concluded a disas¬ 
trous few days as fellow stragglers 
Brighton & Hove Albion complet¬ 
ed a Premier League double, secur¬ 
ing a comfortable victory at the 
Amex Stadium on Saturday. 

It had been a turbulent week for 
the Hammers, with transfer targets 
falling by the wayside and the dis¬ 
missal of director of player recruit¬ 
ment Tony Henry. 

The Hammers arrived on the 
south coast looking to extend a six- 
game unbeaten league ran while 
seeking revenge for a humiliating 
3-0 defeat back in October. 

Boss David Moyes selected a 
unchanged side from the 1-1 draw 
with Crystal Palace on Tuesday. 

New signing Jordan Hugill was 
on the bench as was Winston Reid 
and Michail Antonio, returning 
from nagging injuries. 

Brighton were still searching for 
their first league victory of 2018. 

However, the Seagulls despite 
finding goals difficult to come by, 
have settled well into the top-flight, 


particularly on their own ground 
where they had lost just three of 
their previous 12 Premier League 
fixtures. 

This was recorded as the 
10,000th match in Premier League 
history and the hosts grabbed the 
lead inside ten minutes when 
Glenn Murray slipped beyond 
Adrian after referee Roger East 
played the advantage following a 
foul on Anthony Knockaert. 

West Ham looked groggy as 
Brighton probed menacingly for a 
second with Murray’s effort 
blocked and Knockaert wayward. 

The Hammers almost restored 
parity when Sam Byram’s header 
was cleared off the line by Shane 
Duffy after Joao Mario and Aaron 
Cresswell had combined to fashion 
an opening from the right. 

Brighton felt aggrieved when 
Angelo Ogbonna appeared to han¬ 
dle Knockaert’s strike, and the 
mood worsened when Javier 
Hernandez tiptoed through a static 
rearguard before firing right-footed 
high into the net. 

West Ham were playing with more 
confidence. Mario was a whisker 
away from handing them the lead, 
but was unable to make contact with 
Cresswell’s centre, while Byram 


headed over after Cresswell had 
crossed from the right. 

The intense nature of the contest 
continued after the break, with 
Brighton soon reestablishing their 
lead. West Ham failed to clear their 
lines and Jose Izquierdo beat Adrian 
with a wonderful angled strike 
which flew into the net. 

Pascal Gross headed over 
Ezequiel Schelotto’s centre, then 
saw another effort deflected wide 
as Brighton looked to put further 
daylight between the sides. 

Meanwhile, Moyes replaced 
Declan Rice with Antonio in a bid 
to pep up his attacking options. 

But Brighton now had the bit 
between their teeth, and Gross was¬ 
n’t to be denied, sending a crisp 
right-footed strike low beyond 
Adrian to all but finish the contest. 

Hugill was handed his debut in 
the final minutes, but there was 
very little the Hammers’ newest 
recruit could do. 

West Ham have picked up only 
two points against fellow strag¬ 
glers, Bournemouth Crystal Palace 
and now Brighton. 

After the game, Moyes said: “I 
was totally frustrated by the goals 
we conceded. 

“When I first came in, I thought 


we gave away too many individual 
error goals. A lot of it was our own 
downfall. That’s not to say we were 
playing well enough anyway.” 

Moyes was equally upset that his 
side failed to capitalise after 
Hernandez had brought them back 
into the contest. 

Brighton boss Chris Hughton 
said: “I thought we started the 
game very well. We got the goal 
and found it difficult to sustain. 
The second half was close to being 
as good as we’ve been this season.” 

West Ham return to Premier 
League action on Saturday, 
February 10 when Watford visit the 
London Stadium (3pm).
